HOW TO ATTEND OWASIPPE OR KIWANIS 


Free Leadership for Troops 

The "Troop Basis” is the best way to come to camp. 
The Camping Committee, recognizing this fact has 
made a special financial concession to both the adult 
Leader and the Scouts. For each Scout from the same 
Troop attending camp for a full period when the adult 
Leader is present, the Troop will be given credit for one 
eighth of the board fee of an adult Leader. On this 
basis, if a Troop has eight boys, a Leader goes free 
except-for transportation. If a Troop has sixteen boys, 
a second Leader may also go free. However, if a 
Troop has only four Scouts attendingna credit on Lead- 
ers’ board is given to the extent of 4/8ths of the Troop 
rate, etc. In addition, each Scout in Camp with this 
Leader will receive a rebate—see No. 9. An adult 
leader must be present for the entire period. 

Leaders should be 21 years of age or older. Leaders 
may be Scoutmaster, Assistant Scoutmaster or Troop 
Committeeman from the Institution sponsoring the 
Troop. Leaders must be at least 18 years of age to be 
acceptable under this plan, 

Leaders may not combine Troops for this plan unless 
from the same Sponsoring Institution.

Have a Patrol in Camp 
The “Patrol Basis” is designed to encourage the at- 

tendance of new Troops and Troops inexperienced in 
summer camping wherever adult Leadership is not 
available. The only basis for acceptance—Group must 
not number less than four or more than eight, including 
the junior leader who must be sixteen or seventeen 
years of age. In camp they will be under the supervi- 
sion of a provisional Scoutmaster. Only one such patrol 
per Troop will be accepted during the season at Owa- 
sippe or at Kiwanis and then only if there is to be no 
"Troop Reservation’.The junior leader-in-charge will - 
pay the same rate as the other Scouts. There is a spe- 
cial rebate on the Camp fee to all Scouts ‘who attend 
under this plan—see No. 9. 


Individual Scouts 

Individual Scouts are welcome at Camp. The Scout 
is placed in a Provisional Troop—supervised by a resi- 
dent\staffman known as a Provisional Scoutmaster. 
Scouts who desire to stay in camp longer than the 
Troop or Patrol, may also register as “Individuals” for 
any number of additional periods.

Reservations for Owasippe and Kiwanis will be accepted on 
and dfter Montiay, April 27, 1942. 


Every reservation for Owasippe, whether by Troop, Patrol or 
Individual must be accompanied by a two dollar reservation 
fee for each Scout. Kiwanis registration fee one dollar. 


On and after Monday, April 27, reservations will be ac- 
cepted on these bases: 


a, For Troops—any number of Scouts attending camp 
with an adult leader from their own Troop. 


b. For Patrols—Four to eight Scouts under junior leader- 
ship (16 or 17 years of age) from their own Troop. 


c. For Individuals—Scout who can not attend camp on 
either of the above bases. Also for Scouts who want 
to register for additional periods beyond the one 
period the Troop or Patrol will stay. 


More details on these plans will be found elsewhere in this 
folder. 


Troop and Patrol basis reservations must be made on the 
blank herewith. Names of Campers are to be listed thereon. 
This blank must be accompanied by a two dollar reservation 
fee per Scout per period for. Owasippe. One dollar reservation 
fee for Kiwanis. These names may be changed, see No. 6. At 
the time the final board payment is made an Individual Scout 
Camp Application, properly filled out, must be submitted to 
the Camping Service. 


Individual Scouts may register for camp as mentioned under 
3c. The reservation fee of $2.00 per period at Owasippe 
($1.00 at Kiwanis) may be paid direct to the Camping Serv- 
ice if desired. No application is necessary when reserva- 
tion fee is paid; a camp application, properly filled out, will 
be requested at time final board fee is paid. 


The receipt for the reservation fee for each Scout ($2.00 for 
Owasippe--$1.00 for Kiwanis) whether accepted on the Troop, 
Patrol or Individual basis will be written in the name of an 
individual but it is transferable within the Troop, prior to one 
week before the opening of the period. (The Camping Service 
need not be notified of this transfer, but the receipt must be 
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brought in when the final board fee payment is made). After 
one month prior to the opening date of the period.no refund 
of the reservation will be made. Only one reservation receipt 
may be used in paying the board fee for a Scout in any 
one period. 


Balance of the Camp Board Fee (and railroad fare for Owa- 

sippe) must be paid at least one week prior to the opening of 

the period otherwise the reservation will be automatically can- 
celled and no refund will be made. 

Camp fee: 

Owasippe—lIst, 3rd, 4th periods—$18.50 per period ($19.50 
for stayovers and out of town Scouts.) 
2nd period (one day less than others)— 
for stayovers and out of town Scouts.) 

Kiwanis—$5.00 per period. 

The Camping Committee reserves the right to adjust the 
camp fees in case of some unforseen condition, however it 
is not anticipated that this will be necessary.

Rebates will be made at Camp to Scouts who attend on either 
the Troop or Patrol Basis—a savings that will help Scouts with 
their spending money for home or Camp. 

Owasippe Rebates: 

If attending on Troop Basis Scout will receive a rebate of 
$1.00. 

If attending on Patrol Basis, Scout will receive a rebate of 50c 

Kiwanis Rebates: 

If attending on Troop Basis, Scout will receive a rebate of 50c 

Tf attending on Patrol Basis, Scout will receive a rebate of 25c¢ 


Railroad transportation rate for the round trip, Chicago to 
Owasippe and return, via the Pere Marquette Ry. will be 
$4.25 including Federal Tax of 5%. 


Please Note This Change—The Individual Scout Camp 
Application heretofore submitted for each boy will not be 
needed at the time the reservation is made on any of the 
three above bases (3, a, b, c). This Individual Scout Camp 
Application, signed by the parents and Scoutmaster, will 
now be required at the time the balance of the board fee 
is paid--one of these will be needed for each Scout whether 
he is to come on the Troop, Patrol or Individual basis.
